The Blackened Remains Are Hoisted to the Upper Air—

Pittsburg. Pa., Jan. 27. — Members 


of a rescue party of sixteen men who 
icturned to the surface after n peril- 
ous trip Into the Harwlcl; mine re- 
port there is no hope that any of tho 
entombed minors are alive, and the 
chances are that few of the bodies 
will be recognizable, it Is predicted 
that many of the bodies will never be 
found. The perils of rescue work are 
so great that it may be several days 
before much headway Is gained. 


'Sixteen men went down Into fie 


nbaft to brattice, bolster, tunnel and 
remove the dcbrib that has so far 
barred their progress Into the work- 
ings where the men were at labor 
when 
the 
explosion came. 
Their 


shift was supposed to be of three 
hours only. Even at that It was a hard 
task. Before the bucket reached the 
bottom they were drenched with wat- 
er, which a cold draft through the 
shaft soon turned to Ice. 


Rescue Party Cut Off. 


The men below had no means of 


warmth and many 
of 
them wore 


Btandtag in deep water. Every effort 
was made to lower the cage and final- 
ly It. was loosened and got within 
twelve feet of the bottom. A timber 
blown across the way by the explo- 
sion was in the path. The men wcro 
within easy reach of a rope, but their 
fingers, numbed and almost frozen by 
.the cold, "were unable to grasp the

Find None 'Alive. 


Henry Beckcrt was one of the first 


men out of the cage. He says: 


"It-was a frightful experience. Tho 


cold and hunger—anil no good that 
ve could do. There Is apparently no 
one to rescue. We had a hard lime 
to find many of the dead. 
A shred 


of clothing here nnri another there, a 
jacket, a pair of overalls, but few 
bodies. When we loft the bottom of 
the shaft there were twelve bodies 
lying there ready to bo brought up. 
There are many-others there, and the 
hodles of many will never bo found. 
Tho south main drift, In which we 
worked, gives little chance for many 
men who will be recognizable." 


Cause of-. Disaster. 


Many theories as to tho cause of 


the explosion 
are 
belrig advanced. 


One Is that tho recent high water had 
something to do with It. Mining ex- 
perts do-not regard this as probable. 
Men who know the Harwick mine say 
that gas in dangerous quantity lm.1 
been In It ever since It was opened. 
Tho fact was recognized by the mon 
In charge of It. Hence they say^ that 
the cause of tho explosion Is* that 
probably a careless miner exposed a 
naked flame to tho gas.

Miss' Schafer Was Nervous. 


"Miss Schafer seemed terror-strick- 


en," said Mls=a Day. "She rose to her 
feet and stood with ntarlng eyes and 
strained attention. 
1 feared fo>- the 


moment sho v;as about to faint. 'Who 
could want to' ROC mo now?' she sold. 
A moment Inter Mrs. Smith spoke and 
Miss Schafer sar.!: sacl: into her chair 
apparently greatly relieved; 


"Mrs. Smith and I laughed at her 


nervousness at the time, after she had 
recovered.her composure. Sho did not 
attempt to explain her terror, and she 
never had shown such extreme nerv- 
ousness before. 
I didn't think any- 


thing of the occurrence nt the time." 


Aside from Miss 'Day's testimony, 


the mystery is as deep as ever. It is 
believed that Mlsn Day's statements 
will furnish a tangible clew, and the 
police are quietly working on this new 
theory.

Course of Study 
The course of study

•who enter are graduates of the com- 
mon schools and It Is the plan to 
give them ono year of training pro- 
viding, they are bright and mature 
fast enough. If the students do not

I think 
your location would be the best foi 
our factory that I have seen, and I 
like It very much better than any 
wnero else. 
If you could get ' tho 


railroad people to put In. tho sidings 
that we talked of, and procure the 
ground that we last mentioned, 
would take my surveyors to Janes 
vlllc, and think there Is no doiib 
but what we could arrange to move 
our factory there, and If you coul< 
not get r.,000 acres, wo would havo 
to be satisfied with 4,000. but wt 
should havo assurlty of 1,000 acres 
anyway, and I think with the entlius 
lastlc feeling of your farmers, ant 
what I have seen of your 
people 


there would be no doubt about get 
ting 4.000 acres for a starter, and of 
tor tho llrst year am positive 
w<- 


would get enough acreage to run tlv 
factory a full campaign. Wish yot 
would lot me know about the rallroai 
tracks and securing the ground fo 
th<i factory, and I will then take 
my surveyors to Janosvllle to stirvej 
the site and wee what can bo done.
